The North American Trust company, ac-— 
cording to current report, owns the control- 
ling interest in the Seventh and Ninth Na- 
tional Banks. If this is cerrect, there has 
been effected a combination of financial en- 
terprises which will make it possible a 
single agency to care for the interests of a 
new company from its organization through 
the various steps of flotation, promotion, 
financiering, acting as trustee of mortgages, 
acting as register and transfer agent of 
stocks, receiving and holding its deposits. 

One of the promoters of the consolidation 
said today that in its plans there was a clase 
similarity between the North American in 
its field and that presented by the proposed.

I cannot understand why there 
should have been so much haste shown, con- 
sidering the vessel lay outside all night. 
Captain Ward was a careful officer, and I 
learn that when he reached Honolulu with 
the Rio he waited outside the bar for eleven 
hours rather than take any chances in the 
rough weather.”’ | 


. Hulk Sinks Out of Sight. - 
The wreck of the Rio de Janeiro, which for 
a while hung on a pinnacle of the rock where 
it struck in the Golden Gate, so that part of 
the upper works was visible, soon slid off 
me deep water and is now entirely out of 
sight. 

Fort Point, where Pilot Jordan claims the 
vessel struck, marks the narrowest point of 
the entrance to the bay and is usually given 
a wide berth by mariners. The tide here runs 
swiftly and at times has a ewirling motion. 

Off Fort Point lie several sunken rocks, 
® forming a dangerous ledge on the southerly 
edge of the fair way channel of the Golden 
Gate, but close under the shore. There is a 
light on top of the fort and a fog bell, but 
the latter cannot be hearf far when a west- 
erly wind is blewing. 

Ship’s Series of Accidents. 
‘The Rio de Janeiro since the year 1890 had 
bad luck. 
In August, 1890, it was in collision with 
the British steamer Bombay and was severe-

In December, 1895, it went ashore at South 
Kagoshimo, Japan, and was so badly dam- 
aged that the cargo had to be discharged and 
the vessel docked for repairs. 
In March, 1806, it started from Honolulu for 
Yokohama. ‘Continuous heavy head weather 
was encountered, and when the Japanese 
coast was still 1,200 miles away it was found 
that there were only 250 tons of coal in the 
bunkers. The steamship was run back to 
Honolulu, but before it got there the cabins 
and staterooms had been cleared of wood in 
order to provide fuel for the furnaces. - 
In May, 1899, it collided with an unknown 
Japanese steamer off Honomoko, Japan, but 
was not seriously damaged.

INDIANA FARMER AND FOUR 
DAUGHTERS BURN TO DEATH. 


Young Son Only One to Escape from the 
Flames of George James’ House, Near 
Versailles, and He Is Injured. 


Versailles, Ind., Feb. 23.—[Special. }— 
James, a veteran of the civil 
of his grown daughters were burned to death * 
in their bedrooms early this morning. Mrs. 
James and one daughter, who were away 
from home on a visit, were the only members 
of the large family to escape, one son being. 
so badly burned he may not live. 

‘The ruins were still burning fiercely at 8 
o’clock and five bodies could be seen in the 
flames when the neighbors arrived on the 
scene, which is four miles west'of here. 
Thomas James, the 14-year-old boy who 
escaped with his life, cannot account for the 
fire. He says he was awakened by the 
flames around his bed at 5:30 o'clock. The 
room was full of smoke and the heat was 
just breaking a window. The boy’s first 
thought was to save himself, believing the 
other members of the family were safe. He 
dashed out with his night clothes on fire and 
reached the open air without clothing. 

The few people who live in the neighbor- 
hood. had not discovered the fire, but were 
aroused by the cries of the injured boy. The 
James’ home was then a mass of flames and 
the floors and roof had fallen. Nothing could 
be done to quench the fire owing to the re- 
mote location, and the people were compelled 
to wait until everything had been consumed 
before beginning the search for the bodies. 
The injured lad was taken to the home of a 
neighbor anid medical aid summoned. His 
burns may prove fatal. 

The bodies of Georgia, Winnie, Tracy, and 
Dora James and the father were recovered. 
All had perished in their beds save one, who

efits which the department admits will 
“strike the average reader aé incredible."’ 
Taking the legislative value of a human 
life—$5,000—as a basis, it is estimated that 
within the last five years the use of anti. 
toxin has saved the sum of $22,780,000 in Chi- 
cago, the saving in the last year being placed 
at $5,900,000. | 

Five years ago the department undertook 
the treatment of diphtheria and all-croup 
with antitoxin. It is largely due to the per- | 
sistence with which the department urged 
and practiced the use of the préventive that 
there are now a larger number of physicians 
using antitoxin in Chicago than in any other 
city of the world. 4 | 

When the department began to use anti- 
toxin the annual average of deaths in the 
city from diphtheria and all-croup was 1,48. 
For the five years preceding the undertaking 
the aggregate of deaths from these causes 
had: been 7,411. The general results attend- 
ing the undertaking are summed up in the 
statement that for the five years since that 
period the aggregate of deaths was 4,300.

In 
the presence of suspicious symptoms no time 
is lost—even to secure a bacterial diagnosis 
—before making the injection. Of hardly less 
importance is held the early bacterial diag- 
nosis of every case of sore throat visited. 
Frequently where the clinical symptoms do 
not yet point to diphtheria the microscope 
will reveal the presence of bacillus, where-- 
upon an injection of antitoxin is at once ad- 
ministered. This practice of the department 
will account for the relatively large propor- 
tion of cases recorded as treated on the first 
or second days of the disease, while the 
promipt administration of full doses accounts 
equally well for the low death rate among 
cases thus early treated.” ies

Washington, D. C., Feb. 23.—[Special.j— 
Employés of the House of Representatives 
are in a great state of agitation regarding the 
probable investigation to be Instituted by a 
spécial appointed today.

earthing some of the frauds on the 
of the House, which have been a matter.of 
current gossip for a long time. In private 
eonversation some of the oldest .and most 
trusted employés of the House say that there 
are men on the pay rolls who never appear 
at the Capitol, and that there dre others 
there who do not actually receive half of 
what they are credited with. 

Most of the employés, however, are afraid 
to tell what they know about other men, but 
they content themselves with saying that if. 
the investigating committee is at all honest 
it will discover that the pay rolls have been 
padded both in the clerk’s office and in the 
list of employés of the doorkeeper. 

Of course these officials are not connected 
with the frauds, but it is notorious that many 
employés are obliged to sign orders for their 
pay and then to receive a smaller sum. It is 
not supposed that anybody is actually steal- 
ing the money, but the theory Is that political 
pets ate put on the pay rolls at high prices, 
while cheaper men actually do 


Method of Fraud Exposed. 

This process was shown up before the 
House the other day in the case of the telegra- 
The man borne on the rolls as teleg- 
rapher was not known about the House at all, 
while the man who actually sat at the key 
received only about half of the salary at-/ 
tached to the place, being carried on the rolis 
These frauds—for such

but the employés of the House have been so 
ihfinenced by a system of extravagant allow- 
andes 60 that each man is freid to expose 
fraud in others because he has himself been 
guilty of accepting an allowance, 
while entirely legal, was wholly unearned.

SOLVING CITY PROBLEM. | 


Frederic Harrison Says in Reply 
What the Masses Need Is — 
New Ideals of Life. 


ARGUES FOR CONTENTMENT. 


- “Weehall all go crazy if we continue turn- 
fhe life upside down. We must settle down 
to a fixed civilization, improve our lives, 
encourage hopes, and instill ideals into the 
hearts of our fellow-men to make them 
realize that the desperate struggie to come 
#6 the top as the final goal in the future fs 
mot the all powerful incentive which should 
inepire mankind.” 

This was the reply of Frederic Harrison of 
London, England, last night, before the Com- 
mercial club to tHe plea of Lieutenant Col- 
onel William J. Brewer of the Salvation 
Army for the sympathy and encouragement 
of the members of the club to the coloniza- 
tion plan, which the officer urged was open- 
ing a rich field for the return of men who 
had failed in the city to a quiet, life 
in the country. 

Commander Booth Tucker was expected to 
be present, but sickness detained him at 
home, Lieutenant Colonel Brewer acting as 
his substitute. He pointed to the three colo- 
nies the army has established, and erged that 
the best ilhistration .of the success of the 
pian lay in the fact that only two colonists 
had left their homes to return tothe city, one 
seeking temporary employment, while the 
other went back to get married. 

He urged that it was a profitable invest- 
ment, financially and socially, the only em- 

ent under which the army suffers 
at present being the lack of funds. To meet 
this requirement the army intends to under- 
write $150,000 in bonds, to bear 5 per cent 
interest, and in their disposition he said the 
army would be glad to have the assistance of 
the club. 


: Club to Leave on March 4. 

At the business meeting preceding the dis- 
eussion of the subject of the evening, “ The 
Practicability of Land Colonization as a 
Remedy for City Congestion and Conse- 
guent Poverty and Vice,”’ Louls F. Switt, 
Becond Vice President of the Swift Packing 
company, was elected to fill one of the four 
Vacancies existing in the limited member- 
ship. The report of a special committee to 
prepare an itinerary for the club’s contem- 
plated trip to California reported plans had 
been perfected for the departure March 4. 
The club will make an extended tour of West- 
érn States and return home March 27. 


Kieutenant Coldnel Brewer’s Address. 


In introducing Lieutenant Colonel Brewer 
President William A. Fuller, who acted as 
tosetmaster, said the real subject was 
“ Back to the Land,” that being the expres- 
#ion the Salvation Army uses in speaking 
ef its colonization plan. He spoke of the 
recent addrees of Lieutenant Colonel Brew- 
er before the Merchants’ club of Boston 
When the plan had been explained fully. 

Edeutenant Colonel Brewer said in pre- 
facing his address that the city, with all 
its joys, has come to stay and the coloniza- 


’ tion plan is not expected to affect the natural 


desire for city life. The army hopes to bene- 
Hit those who hare made a failure and de- 
sire an opportunity to begin life over under 
different circumstances. If the colonization 
plan had been a failure in other countries 
or under different circumstances, he said 
‘tt was through failure to select land proper- 
ly, lack of capital, perhaps absence of proper 
management, but the real cause was found 
im the lack of a reliable agency to carry 
tt on. Briefly he outlined the general work 
of the Salvation Army from its inception,

“with the hope of repairing and canceling 
the injuries thus,committed against the Di- 
vine Majésty.”’ he directs that a general 
communion of reparation shall be celebrated 
in every Catholic church within his furis- 
diction on the second Sunday of Lent and 
that in future the words ‘' In reparation”

The Cardinal's declaration says the Brit- 
ish Parliament alone, of all the Parliaments 
in the world, declares that two sacred Catho- 
lic doctrines are “ superstitious and idola- 
trous’’ They are held sacred by 12,000,000 
of the King’s subjects, and, besides the 
Roman Church, the Greek and Western com- 
munities.

knockouts; also that the boys engaged to 
box were featherweights and well scienced. 

“That may be true, Siler, but boxing 
matches, according to the law which was 
amended in 1898, are unlawful, and therefore 
‘must be prohibited. I am a lover of good 
boxing, and I assure you I would not prevent 
these contests had my attention not been 
called to them. 1am not spying around the

Our laws against boxing may be 
bad, but nevertheless they must be enforced, 
and by enforcing them the people can judge 
for themselves whether they should or ought 
to be amended.”’

The result was he, with Ruhlin and Mar- 
tin, was bound ever to the grand jury under

New Athletic Body Declines to Give 


agement of the Track and Ficld 
Meet—Outsiders Will Be Invited to 
Compete—Questions of Eligibility 
to Be Decided by One Committee for 
All Institutions,

The excluded colleges which have been 
seeking admission to the college conference, 
or at least some participation in the man- 
agement of the intercollegiate track meet, 
received their final answer from the confer- 
ence yesterday. The answer is a flat refusal. 
The conference will go ahead and run the 
meet in its own fashion, and the other 
schools may accept or refuse the invitation 
to take part just as they choose. 

The special meeting of the conference at 
the Lexington Hotel lasted from early morn 
till dewy eve, and the members were about 
worn out when they finished their labors. 
The work which consumed so much time and 
gtay matter was the organization of the 
Intercollegiate Conference Athletic associa- 
tion, composed of the Boards of Control of 
the nine conference schools, which will in 
the future determine the athletic policies of 
the combined schools, and carry them out 
through the instrumentality of the Man- 
aging committee. 

The constitution drawn up and presented 
by the Executive committee was taken up 
and, after many important amendments, 
finaly adopted. It is a different constitu- 
tion from that proposed by the Graduate 
Executive committee. The members of the 
latter body were called in to discuss the 
plans for the coming meet and many affairs 
were talked over in a general way. 


Notre Dame Is Rejected. 

Dr. O'Malley, representing Notre Dame 
University, wae present, and made formal 
application for the admission of hie college 
into the conference.» Applications were also 
received from Drake University and the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska, and the result in each 
case was an unqualified refusal. No pro- 
vision was made in the constitution for add- 
ing to the number of coHeges in the confer- 
ence, and the sentiment was decidedly against 


‘| any such policy. The reason given by the 


faculty representatives was that it would be 
inexpedient to increase the size of the con- 
ference. 

“We see no reason why we should admit 
any other colleges to membership,” said Pro- 
fessor A. H. Pattengill, the Michigan repre- 
sentative. “* They will have exactly the same 
chance in the meets that the conference 
schools have. The conference is simply an 
advisory body of faculty representatives, who 
came together voluntarily to see what could 
be done towards improving the quality of ath- 
letics im the West. It has been at work for 
eight years, and has labored under many 
difficulties. ‘The number was originally sevén. 
When Iowa and Indiana were admitted two 
years ago a resolution was passed to the ef- 
fect that no more schools would be received 
into membership. No others have applied un- 
til within the last few months, when there 
have been half a dozen or more applications. 
We have none but theanost kindly feeling 
for the other colleges, and sincerely hope 
that they will accept the invitation to take 
part im our meet.” | 


Provisions of New Constitution, 
According to the new constitution adopted, 
the legislative functions of the Intercollegi- 
ate Conference Athletic association will. be 
vested almost entirely in the conference body, 
which..acts as a kind of conv 
| Boards of Control. The executive power will 
be in the hands of the Graduate Executive 
committee, which will have sole charge of 
| the details of the meets. Amendments to the 
constitution may be proposed and passed 
upon by the Executive committee, but will 
have to receive the sanction of two-thirds 
_of the conference before going into effect. 
This places the control of the association in 


ferent from the scheme proposed by the Ex- 
ecutive committee, which would have trans- 
ferred to that body all the power hitherto 
held by the conference. 

The officers of the association will be a 
President and a secretary and treasurer, se- 
lected by the Graduate Executive committee 
from its members. The selection will not be 
determined by the rank of the institutions 
in the annual track meet, as has been the 
case in the Western Intercollegiate associa- 
tion. At present the temporary officers are 
Harry Bates of Michigan, President, and 
B. P. Bicknell of Indiana, secretary and 
treasurer. It is probable they will be made 
permanent officials. 

All matters of eligibility will be referred 
to a committee consisting of Professor Pat- 
tengill of Michigan, Professor Barton of Il- 
linois, and Professor Jones of Michigan. 
These men will pass upon the eligibility of all 
contestants, whether of the conference 
schools or not. If objection is madé to the 
standing of any athlete, protest must besent 
to the committee and aiso to the Board of 
Control in the college which the athlete rep- 
resents. The two bodies will communicate 
and investigate the matter, and final de- 
cision will be made by the committee. This 
arrangement will place the favored and the 
unfavored inetitutions on exactly the same 
footing, as all must comply with the confer- 
ence rules of eligibiliay. 


Each School Assessed $75. 


In order to finance the coming meet the 
conference schools will each pay an assess- 
ment of $75 to form a sinking fund. This 
fund will not be allowed to fall below $600. 
Other colleges which compete will be asked to 
pay an entrance fee of $10. No individual 
fees will be required of the contestants. After 
the first year all competing colleges will be on 
exactly the same foeting, unless there is a 
deficit, in which case the conference schools 
will make it up. 

While no action wag taken regarding the 
attitude of the new association toward the old 
Western Intercollegiate association, the mat- 
ter was discussed informally, and the pre- 
vailing opinion was that it would be adyisa- 
ble for the nine conference colleges to re- 
sign their membership in the old organiza- 
tion, leaving the disposition of its affairs, 
including the money in the treasury, entirely 
‘to the schools still retaining their member- 
ship. | 

The Executive committee will now go ahead 
with the arrangements for the track and 
field meet to be held the first Saturday in 
June. As the Western Intercollegiate asso- 
elation now has a lease on the Ravenswood 
Field, it may be necessary for the Conference 
Athletic association to seek another location. 
Unless the Ravenswood Field can be secured 
the meet will be held on Marshall

WEIGHTY QUESTIONS BEFORE THE 
MAGNATES THIS WEEK. 


Division Between Chicago and Cincin- 
mati Clubs on the Hartzell Claim, to 
Say Nothing of the Strife with the 
American League and the Players’ 
Association—Brush’s Queer Change 


of Front—Talk About Modifications 


of the Rules of the Game. 


The National league presents an interest- 
ing spectacle just now. The magnates are 
leaving their homes today to assemble in 
solemn conclave in New York tomorrow for 
the purpose of devising ways and means to 
make. the fight of their lives against the 
American league and the allied players. 
With this task before them they have also 
to face war in their own ranks. 

In the old league's extremity, when, more 


than ever before in its history, there is need 


of harmony and a. perfect combination of 
forces against the rebels, as they call the 
Jehnson family, John T.° Brush revives his 
claim to the services of Outfielder Hartzell, 
whom he had previously surrendered to 
President Hart of Chicago under pressure. 
The league will have to settle this family 
quarrel before it can hope to deal with out- 
side enemies successfully. Verily, the house 


| divided against itself has the house built on 


the sands skinned to death in the matter of 
unstability. So the National leaguers will 
find out before they have progressed far. 
Memory says it was this same John T.

Who Do Not Base Their Reputations 
en Their Experiences in Target Gal- 
lery Shooting—Jim Paul of Quebec, 
Tommy Marcon, Billy Hofer, and Joe

The growth of American sports within the 
last decade hae resulted in a certain differ-- 
ag of sports into classes or cliques. 

e golf player is too ardent in the ancient 
and royal game to deem much else worthy 
of his notice.

It is indeed @ifficult to find a sport which 
femains purely ameteur. If there be ang- 
thing of the sort possible, then the sports 
of the fleld are the ones, and the only ones, 
which may be called absolutely clean from 
the amateur standpoint. a

In due time the rope 
arrived, and they succeeded in getting a 
noose around the bull's neck. .Then they 
made an opening through the ring of trees 
and turned the bull loose, trusting to be able 
te snap him up by passing the rope around 
a tree trunk now and then and snubbing him 
until they had him sufficiently tamed to 


The moose t of it from a different 
standpoint, and about the second thing he 
did was to break entirely away from his 
captors and go off through the woods, trail- 
ing sixty feet of stout rope behind him. This 
nearly broke Jim Paul’s heart, and he wrote 
a letter to the government which read as 
follows:

“ Bpose’um you see pn dose sportin’ pape’ 
some story ‘bout.dam big moose, with sixty 
foot rope on him two-tree inch tick; dat

That was all there was to the letter. At 
this date the story has not appeared in tho 
papers, and probably the old moose is still 
wandering around New Brunswick with his 
aixty feet of rope “ two-tree inch tick.”

The new condition, coming in appara, 
with the new century, is the almost sotas ane: 

So far as can be 
learned there fs not one considerable city fy 
America that is, or has been this winter, peo. 
foundty stirred by what the evangelists call 
religious awakenings. This‘is the more 
tar since five principal religious bodies started 
out at the beginning of the season to stir the 
country with revival efforts, and there ars 
three general movements, otitside re. 
ligious bodies, having such avowed purposes. 
Throughout New England, the West, 
the South, the Northwest, and Gig Pasi. 
coast the same lack of religious excitement 
obtains. In Rochester there fs, ifi@an con- 
eregation, the successful working of an idea. 
and its success has been heralded 6ver the 
country in ministers’ conferences. ‘Brookiyn 
Methodists early held some meetings but 
ciscontinued them after fair. but not unusual 
results. Atlanta tried a united effort, but it 
failed. There was a concerted movement ia 
southern California, but it came to naught, 
Similar reports come from eities in Canada.

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4H first translation of the Bthi- 
opic version of “The Book of 
Thekla " which throws new light 
| on the apostle Paul, has just been 
made from the papyrus, dated in 
the fifth century. Dr. Edgar J. 
& } Goodspeed of the University of ; 
Chicago spent six weeks. copying the Ethi- 
opie hieroglyphics from the papyrus tn the 
British Museum and then translated this 
Christian romance, working out the doubt- 
ful parts of the text with Professor Noéldeke 
of Strasburg and Professor Charles of Ox- — 
ford and Dublin. The result is one of the 
most important biblical discoveries of a 
decade. 

The Ethiopic original was written on 287 
heavy parchment leaves, in double columns, 
with forty-five to forty-seveh lines to a col- 
umn, which are read from left to right, un- 
like the Hebrew, and the task of copying — 
was no light one, even when undertaken by 
go thorough a student of the language as 
Dr. Goodspeed. As soon as the translation 
had been made the copy of the original was 
sent to Germany, where the plates were 
made for printing. ‘These in turn were sent 
directly to the press of the University of | 
Chicago, and the original, together with the ~- 
translation and commentary, appears in the 
eorrent number of the American Journal of. 
the Semitic Languages and Literatures. 

It was Dr. Goodspeed’s interest in the 
Greek papyri which led to visit the chief >. 
collections in London, Berlin, Heidelberg, t+ 
Vienna, and Gezer, Egypt. He found the ; 
largest European collection at Berlin, but 
in Gezer the collection had peculiar interest 
because of the many untranslated monu- : 
ments of ancient learning. Herein particu- : 
lar Dr. Goodspeed purchased a number of 
exceedingly valuable papyri, which make 
his collection undoubtedly the largest and 
finest in America. Chicago has only one 
Greek papyrus at the Field Columbian Mu- 

> geum, though there may be rare ones held 
simply as curios by private individuals | 
who have picked them up in the Orient and 
éo not realize their scientific significance. 
Since coming home Dr. Goodspeed has been 
particularly interested in looking up the 
history of any papyri in the hands of Amer- fun Ss 
icans, for each discovery throws some light 
on historical or theological controversy. 

In the present instance there is, besides 
the historical value, the added interest in a 
romance as full of dramatic power as could 
be imagined. The “ Martyrdom of Thekla” 
was one of the first pieces of fiction written 
with a purpose, and the author remained | 
anonymous for reasons best known to the 
fathers of the early church.

To both of these latter questions the answer 
is obviously in the negative. There is no one 
more loyal to old friends than England's new 
monarch. But the possession of sovereignty 
entails certain obligations, to which no one is 
more keenly alive than King Edward, and 
there were large numbers of people whose so- 
ciety he could afford to frequent as heir ap- 
parent, but from whom hé must now hold 
aloof. Nor can the fact of having met the 


be allowed to weigh in the slightest degree 
in determining the question of admission to 
court. While still Prince of Wales, Edward 
VII. was ready to meet almost everybody, 
realizing that each new acquaintance formed, 
no matter how desirable or the reverse, is 
calculated to increase one’s experience of the 
world, .deeven on one or two occasions dined 
at Sir Frederick Johnstone's at the same ta- 
ble as the late Sam Lewis, the king of usurers, 
and a wonderfully interesting man. This in- 
volved no consequences while the Prince was 
stil a subject of the crown.

‘well to offer a few words of explanation as

in the selection of hér acquaintances and 
friends as her husband has been the reverse, 
and only those on the list of the lady who 
until the other day bore the title of Princess 
of Wales could claim to have the entrée to 
Marlborough House. 

What was meant by the .Marlborough

According to statistics, after 
making allowance for the care in

son is a fit subject for the drugs, it has been 
shown that one person in every 3,000 will 
die from the use of chloroform before opera - 
tion, while from ether only one in 16,000 will 


die.

plete, but: in England in 1899 there were” 
eighty-three inquests held upon the bodies 
of persons who had died from anzsthesia, 
and of these persons sixty-eight died before 
operation was begun. Dr. James Edmunds, 

commenting these figures for Great 

Britain, refers to the fact that the disposi- 

iion to sippress such occurrences might 

point to 200 deaths annually in Great rama 

This number, too, has been increasing stead 
ily. 


Comparing the figures of England with 
those of India, Dr. Arthur Neve says that 
while the number of deaths In Great Britain 
constantly grows larger the fatalities in In- 
dia from anesthetics is only one in 26,000 


cases. 
Effect of the Climate. | 


Climatic differences are supposed ate ac- 
count for the difference in these figures. In 
general a warm climate is more conducive to 
the successful administration of chloroform 
than is @ cold one. Anesthetics in general 
are more successfully given in southern 
China than in the northern half of that 
country. 

In the two fatal cases In Chicago the opera- 
tions were for growths in the mouth and in- 
the throat. It has. been recognized for a long 
time that the administering of chloroform 
for such operations is always attended with 
undue danger. Dr. F. W. Hinkel, who has 
madé a study of these cases of hypertrophied 
tonsils and nasopharyngeal adenotds, says 
that srom ese are of ab- 


normal types and un susceptible to 
the influences of chloroform. He tells of a 
¢-year-old boy who inhaled one ounce of 
chloroform and died after the operation. In 
the six years prior to 1898 seventeen similar 
cases came to his observation tn which death 
resulted from these slight operations. 
In general, chloroform as an anesthetic ts 
“more or less.under the ban. It is uncertain 
in its results. More men than women die 
from its use, and the largest number of 
deaths are of those in the middle of life. The 
stronger a patient is the more difficult it is 
to put him under the influence of an 
anzsthetic. 


How Anesthetics Are Administered. 


Dr. Galloway of Chicago has had 
wide experience in the use of anssthetics 
and in administering them he leads the pa- 
tient into counting with him, slowly, at the 
rate of thirty a minute. He says that the 
patient’s measured repeating of figuresafter 
him is conducive to a hypnotic sleep. The. 
advantage in this is that ofthe érug 
need be used. 

Dr. G. W. Green, k ing @ record of 1.000 
cases of the administra on of anzesthetics in 
Augustana Hospital in Chicago, says thet in 
of these cases artificial respiration had 

be resorted to in order to bring the patient 
to consciousness. There were no 
however. The youngest person aneest hetized 
was a babe 4 days old, while of the number 
nine were more than 70 years old, 

Fear and nervousness are two things to be 
reckoned with in ansesthetics. In many cases 
before an operation the nervousness of a pa- 
tient may have stopped for twenty- 
four hours before the test of the knife. 

“IT am to operate on a doctor tomorrow,” 
said a well-known surgeon in Chicago. “ He 
fs as white as a sheet. whenever the operation 
is mentioned. He thinks that the fears of 
‘hie wife have unnerved him, when as a mat- 
ter of fact the idea of anzsthetics and of the 
knife has frightened him stiff. A question

Stertorous breathing shows that a patient 
has inhaled too much of the drug, though this 
cannot always be depended upon.

In case of death from chloroform, the 
ordinary means for resuscitating the drowned 
are resorted to. The tongue is pulled forward 
and artificial respiration is induced. In the 


case of small children, simply to seized them > 


by the ankles and hold them head down most 
often proves sufficient. 

When death results from anesthetics, the 
breathing of the patient grows shallower 
and shallower, finally ceasing altogether. If 
not too long delayed, resuscitation is nearly 
always effective when a simple overdose of 
the anzesthetic has been given. : 

In connection with the two recent deaths 
from angthesia in Chicago, the 
told of a kind-hearted physician who was 
interested in a surgeon's experiments with 
a guinea pig. An operation was necessary 
on. the animal, and the physician insisted 
on chloroforming the little creature. .

ais the rapid progress made during 
the last century in surgery, stamp- 
| ing this profession as one of the 
boldest and most perfect, three in- 
ventions<deserve the greatest praise. 
They are the narcosis before, the 
la prevention.of blood-poisoning after, 
oo and the saving of blood during the 
work of the surgeon. Of these three grand 
achievements, the last named is a purely 
German invention, the other two belong to 
an American and’ Englishman respectively. 

The prevention of pain by inhalation of 
laughing gas, ether, or chloroform-—this was 
the successive invention of these remedies— 
results from the cessation of consciousness. 
ahis ts, on the one hand; more than is re- 
quired because it is sufficient to prevent 
Pain in that rt of the body which Is to 
be Operated upon; and, on the other hand, 
the application of these means is followed 
by @ number of partly disturbing ailments. 
But the greatest objection is that the ap- 
pieation of these anzsthetics is not wholly 
tree from danger to life, despite the utmost 
caution in the use of them. 

A Comparative statistic compiled upon the 
eugsestion of the International Congress of 
Puysicians and Surgeons and covering a 
period of seven years contains not less than 
827,500 cases of general stupefaction or 
Ratcosis. Of these, 187 resulted in death, 
One for each 2,089 applications of chloroform, 
one for each 5,019 inhalations of ether, and 
One for each 7,504 cases of combination of 
Smioroform and ether. In regard to these 
Matistics it should be borne in mind that 
many unfavorable cases escape publicity.

tions, with the particular view to confine the 
stupefaction to that part of the body to be 
operated upon. Thus, a French physictan 
discovered subcutaneous injections of nar- 
cotic remedies, chiefly morphine, though this 
can hardly be called local because it acts 
through the blood. An English physician 
discovered a purely local stupefaction by 
means of ether. These two processes were 
the forerunners of an important discovery 
made by a physician, Dr. C. L. 
Schleich. 

The famous Helmholtz once wrote to an 
English physician, Dr. Tait, that it was more 
dificult in any invention to find the correct 
fdea than to make the necessary experi- 
ments ‘which, from the nature of the case, 
were mere demonstrations of the correctness 
of the thought. Thus, Dr. Schleich searched 
for the corérct idea, and he found that any 
saline solution of a certain concentration 
must have the effect to change the local 
sensation of pain, elther to increase or de- 
crease it. The necessary experiments to 
prove the correctness of this theory were 
made by Dr. Schleich on himeelf. 

In this manner he made the discovery that 
plain water, also a very weak solution of 
salt, two grams upon one liter {1,000 grams]; 
furthermore a still weaker solution of co- 
caine or morphine, for instance, one gram. 
cocaine to ten liters’ of water, injected into 
the skin, not beneath it, had the effect of 
rendering the part in the vicinity of the 
puncture absolutely painiess. To produce 
thig effect, however, a series of numerous 
experiments proved that the solution must 
have a low temperature, 0 degree Celsius 
being thé most effective. It is also necessary 


- 


that the skin, or whatever other texture of 
the body comes into question, becomes in- 
filtrate@ with the solution—t. becomes 
odema tous. 

This produced absolute local painlessness 
before the surgical operation, available not 
only for smaller but also for greater opera- 
tions, because the positive insensibility of 
the parts thus treated is absolute for about 
half an hour, without interfering in the 
least with the general conse’_asness, and, 
what is of far more !mportance, without the 
least danger to life. At first there remained 


- the painful sensation of the puncture for the 


injection, but even this is now avoided by 
stupefying the skin by mains of ether vapor. 
* Wor the surgical practice Dr. Schleich fixed 
upon three different strengths of the solu- 
tion. The basis of the strongest is two 


grams of salt, two grams of cocaine, and | 


twenty-five decimilligrams morphine to one 
liter of water; the medium strength contains 
but one gram cocaine, and the weakest solu- 
tion is but one gram cocaine to ten liters of 
a saline solution,. without any morphine. 
Even this latter solution produces absolute 
painlessness, so that it would appear that 
the application of either cocaine or morphine 
is but of subordinate importance, and that 
the infiltration of the tissue is the main 
factor. 

The practical application of this procedure 
requires, of course, like every other medical 
remedy, a certain degree of experience. The 
corret injection causes, as a ruleé,:no sen- 
sation whatever; in some cases a slight heat, 
and {in a few cases, and these are confine 
to inflammatory ailmente, no greater pain 
than that produced by the puncture of.the 
morphine needle. After the tissue has been 
once infiltrated all pain ceases.

- We have little knowledge of the condition of the insane in the middle ages. 
The first hospital for the insaneestablished in Burope was that known as 
Bethlem, in the City of London. In the confiscation of the church’ property 
made by Henry VIII., a monastery in the City of London, called Bethlem, was 
presented to the municipality, with all its income, for the care of lunatics. A 
corruption of the word Bethlem led to the term Bedlam, which is still applied 
to any place which is noisy, disorderly, and disreputable. The first hospital 


for the insane in France was not founded until nearly one-half century later. 


From the middleofthe sixteenth century to the beginning of the nineteénth 
marked a period in which the care of the insane was of the most brutal de- 


 seription. It was believed that insanity marked an imperfection in the human 


will and that the peculiar proclivities of the insane could be overcome if they 


were only given a sufficient motive. Hence, their mental wanderings and de- 


lusions “ve treated with bldws and chains. There was an intense fear of the 
insane and they were thought to be possessed of superhuman strength, a de- 
lusion, by the way, which has not yet disappeared. Hence, Bethlem in Lon-

The Superintendent of Schools at Attle- 
boro, Mass. reports for. the year 1896 the cost per pupil to 
be 99 cents; in Woonsocket, R. I. the average cost per annum for 
four years was 66 cents; the Superintendent of Schools at Jersey City, N. J., 
reports that the cost per pupil for books and stationery ranges from 50 cents 
to $1.25 per annum; the Secretary of the Board of Education at Philadelphia

writes that the cost per pupil ranges from 80 cents to $1 per annum; the 
State Superintendent/of Maine in his report for 1893-'04 gives the cost of 
books for the whole State as follows: 1890-91, $1.16; 1801-'92,-54 cents; 
1892-93, 84 cents; 1898-'04, 40 cents. The Boston School board figures that 
the cost of books and stationery per pupil averages about $1 per annum. I 
understand that South Evanston, where the expériment has been tried, has 
been able to get along with an average yearly cost of less than $1 per pupil. 
Wherever free text books have been introduced there has been a marked 
increase in the attendanceinhigher grades. Pupils having books at the be- 
ginning of the year are able to go on with their classes, are more interested 
in their work, stay in the school longer, and the percentage in the higher 
grammar grades and in the high school is considerably greater than in 
cities where free text books have not yet been introduced. 


Free text books always‘enable a community to protect itself when it © 


comes to a change of books. If at any time it seems desirable to adopt newer 
and better books the entire stock of books in the community can be turned 
over to the publishers at a fair valuation. The average book on the shelf 
would of course be from one-third to one-half worn’out. The average life 
of a book in a free text book town is probably not more than two years. Ifa 
book is half worn out when an exchange of books is made you can always 
get an allowance of 40 percent, If the life of a book is found to be more than 
two years the 40 per cent will more than cover the value of the book. At 
any rate, the cost of the new book, would be reduced to a small amount, and 
much of the criticism in to “text books would disappear. 

It is proposed in this free text book movement to still further reduce 
the number of books in use in our grammar schools. 

I may state, in conclusion, that one of the most 7 

practical arguments I know of in favor of free text i) 
books is the fact that every book publishing firm 7 
can be depended upon to oppose a movement of this 
kind.

The eral ambition for the ownership of 
. May corn aid not seem to have suffered any 
backset, as.the result of theholiday. If any~ 
thing, it was more acute, and commission 
houses were good buyers from the start. Of- 
ferings, on the other hand, were more re- 
stricted. Country holders of ‘the actual grain 
appeared to be bullish, most houses reporting 
small acceptances of over-night bids, al- 
though there were one or two exceptions. 
Neither was there any more long corn pres6- 
ingonthe market, There was no further Pat- 
ten selling, and some evidence that either 
Patten or some of the other bulls who had sold 
out in the vain expectation of getting their 
corn back cheaper were tired of waiting, and 
were quietly reinstating their lines. These 
circumstances all contributed to make a 
strong market. There were sales as low as 
40%c at the opening, a loss of 1-16c from the 
previous close, but that figure proved hollow, 
and there was a steady advance. Over élc 
there was scattered realizing, but the specu- 
lative demand exceeded the supply, and the 
market went up rather steadily to 41%c, and 
closed at 41%40, a gain of %-%c for the day. 
The close was only \c under the highest price 
on the crop, made last Monday, and about 
where the heavy Patten selling began.

FIND FAULT WITH JURY SYSTEM, 


Judges, Lawyers, and Jurors Alike Criticize It. 


experience with ju- 
| ries offers evidence to 
the arguments of Justice Brew:: 
er of the United States Supréme 
who has attacked the 
ole jury system as anti- 
quated and wholly unsatisfac- 
=~ tory, especially so far as con- 
unanimous verdicts in civil cases. 
So far as Chicago is concerned, Judge Baker 
uperior Court beganit. When a jury 
court in the criminal branch had ac- 
ted the notorious “‘Eddie’' Hall, his 
comment was: . 
“ This is a strange verdict. Here you have 
the word of a man With a bad record as 
against the testimony of two reputable offi- 


cers of the law. And you acguithim. When 


a crime in which this man is involved takes 
place the blame will be on you, and not on 
‘the police.” 

Within a week Judge Gibbons, also sitting 

the courts, had 
me to dismiss a jury with the arraign- 
ment: 

“ When a jury ecquits In the face of such 
evidence as we have had in this cape, I have 
no further use for them.”’ 

To these caustic comments upon juries in 
the local courts Justice Brewer, speaking to 
the law students at Yale, referred to the 
system in unmeasured terms. Among other 
things he said: 

“The jury system ase it is at present ad- 
ministered is little less than a relic of a 
semi-barbarous age."’ 

Jurors Need BetterTreatment. 

But while denouncing the system, he was as 
certain that jurors, forced to service, were 
deserving of better treatment at the hands of 
attorneys and the courte. 

“Men don’t ike to serve ap jurors,” he 
sald, “and I don’t blame them. The juror 
is treated little better than a ctiminal. He is 
locked up at night and is given little more 

Ly than a day laborer. I hopethat the time 
will eome when the juror will be treated like 
a man, and when he will receive the pay of 
a businesé~man. I also hope that the present 
system of conviction will give way to one in 
which the conourrence of a reasonable num- - 
ber of jurors shall determine the verdict.” 

With the jury personne! and the jury sys 
tem both under the displeasure of jurists, 
men at every turn in the legal profession in 
Chicago are at one with the critica But few 
of them hope for relief from either the system 
or the jury makeup. At the most it is hoped 
that the necessity of a unanimous verdict— 
at least in civil cases—may be done away 
with by constitutional amendment. — 

It is a general belief that the verdict of nine 
men in a civil case is better than is the ver- 
dict of twelve men. 

Why should it not be better in a criminal 
case? is a question that has been asked, 


4 but not satisfactorily answered. 


Majority Likely to Be Right. | 

“Tf you exhibit a physical object to the 
view of twelve men,” says Attorney Sigmund 
Zeisier, “and éleven of those men say it is 
blue, while the twelfth man contends that it 
is black, will any sane man doubt for a mo- 
ment that this twelfth man is color blind? 
And if at the end of a trial eleven jurors 
say * ty’ and one says ‘ not guilty,’ can 
there any less doubt that this one man 
,be color blind, morally or intellectu- 

y 

“And yet,” says Judge Murray F. Tuley, 
“out of my long experience on the bench, I 
have found that the judgment of twelve 
men in a case involving life and liberty, al- 
most uniformly has been better than my own. 
In civil cases I feel that the judgment of 
nine men most often is better than that of 
twelve, but I should dislike to see the unan- 
imous verdict in criminal cases supplanted 
by even an éleven-twelfths majority.”’ 

This is the view of many other Judges who 
have sat in criminal cases. The argument 
is that the unanimowds jury so long 
preservative of the life and 


that to disturb it could not promise good. 
But of this view of it Sigmund Zeisler asks 


another disconcerting question: 


“ If eleven jurors in a criminal case cannot 
convict a man, why should the holding out 
of one juror prevent his acquittal?’

That the system is clumsy, 
above all, costly. 

That the unanimous verdict makes jury-

That a large number of jury verdicts are 
set aside by the courts in which they are 
found, the ocoasion frequently calling for the 
court's reprimand of the jury. 

That frequently when these jury cases 
taken to the Court of Appeals the findings ar 
set aside. 

And finally, that the juror himself is made 
to suffer virtual imprisonment, perhaps for 
days, sitting in a packed courtroom, listen- 
ing to wrangling attorneys, separated from 
his business and his family, and uhder the 
eye of a bailiff always. All, that he may 
listen to the evidence in a case which does 
not concern him and pass in judgment upon

Jury Service Made Unpopular. . 

In the begin the practice of selecti 
petit juries in Chicago assumes that it a 
form of punishment. As far as possible the 
veniremeén are registered voters for some 
reason have neglected to vote. The attitude 
of the lay public toward euch summons has 
always been oné of protest, and the excuses 
offered in court to escape service indicate 
how objectionable it ts to the average citizen 
who has home and business tiles, — 

One of the troubles of the juror hasalways 


been. in the cingle man on the jury who, 
through obstinacy, misplaced sense of right 
or wrong, or the influence of bribery, holds 
out againet agreement, confining the tweive 
men to imprisonment it some cheeriess room 
which hes only stiff-backed chairs, a table, 
and perhaps a few knotholes tn the floor. 
That such 4 great percentage of jury ver- 
dicts at last are eet aside by the courts has 
led to the minimizing of the good of trial by 
jury, especially with the laity. To some ex- 
tent it is reasoned that a jury, feeling that 
appeal will destroy its work anyhow, may be 
indifferent to its duty; that as a result the 


tendency is toward lose that still 
further clog the courts and the whole judi- 
cial system. 

Judges Shirk ty. 


On this head, however, former Judge John 
Barton Payne heds that the great ma- 
jority of overruled jury verdicts come from 
the inactivity of the court itself, | 

“Tt comes from the indisposition of a 
Judge ‘to assume responsibility,” é#aid he. 
“Too often the court will have a verdict 
entered which to His mind is in rank con- 
tradiction to the evidence in the case. He 
will not interfere with it himself. If a litt- 


gant is dissatisfied he will allow ea motion |. 


for a new trial. He will set a day, perhaps 
two weeks ahead, when he will hear argu- 
ments for a new trial, and in the end he 
may gran 

“Only the few, however, assert their 
prerogatives and set aside a verdict out of 
hand. 


“For my part, while I was on the 
no jury verdict ever was entered when 
did not feel that it was in accordance with 
law and justice. In the State courts there 
is no provision for a Judge's indicating his 
views to a jury on any case. They have 
the evidence and the speeches of the at- 
torneys. With these they retire, coming in 
at last with a verdict. How they reached 
it 1s not known; it is only when it is rendered 
that the Judge of a State court can act. 


Clumsy and Unsatisfactory. 

“In my opinion, the jury system will stay 
with us. Yet it is clumsy and unsatisfactory. 
It could be improved by substituting a ma- 

rity verdict; it could be made better if a 

udge were something more than a 
héead under the law. |

Judge Tuley,. Chief Justice of the Cook 
County courts, isnot wholy in sympathy with 
Justice Brewer's strictures on the jury. 

“Tt hae come down to us as a tried and 
proved method of administering justice,”’ he 
said. ‘ The great weakness of the jury as a 
judicial body has come from the ease with 
which, ee vote, it can be 

‘In all civil cases I am in favor of having 
a majority of nine render a verdict. It would 
be a better verdict in the great majority of 
cases. To take the average jury, a verdict 
from nine of its best men could not be im- 
proved by winning over three who might 
be mentally or morally deficient. 

“Under rulings of the Supreme Court a 
State 1s competent to regulate its own courts 
by constitutional amendment, making a ma- 
jority vote of a jury competent in a Verdict. 
I believe that Illinois would profit by such an 
amendment, making & majority sufficient in 
all civil cases. 

“ But tn criminal cases, my long experi- 
ence has proved to me that the judgment of 
twelve men in the cage of human life in jeop- 
ardy, is far better than nine. I would not 
willingly see a death penalty im by 
fewer than the twelve men of ! 

In Defense of Veniremen. | 

* Take the jury of the present fn our crimi- 
nal courts. t Monday there were sixty- 
five veniremen in my court, from which I was 
to choose twenty-four men. Looking them 
over, as they sat, I made a mark oppositethe 
hame of each man who impressed me as be- 
ing a good man for the place. When the list 
had been gone through, I found that I had 
thirty-two men who not only would pass but 
whom any Judge might be satisfied with.”’ 

From the juror’s point of view, George W. 
Webster, recently fined by Judge Holdom for 
non-appearance in court, is in a position to 
speak with some authority. He was excused 
finally after six days of service and his task 
was comparatively light, as in each case no 
difficulty was experienced in agreeing on a 
verdict. He feels, however, that jury service 
is a physical, as well as commercial hardship, 
worked on most jurors. 

He believes that few Judges would be will- 
ing to sit through a session of court in one of 
the stiff chairs of the jury box, with no 
chance for moving about. In many of the 
courts he says that the benches for lawyers 
and witnesses within the railing are far more 
comfortable. He thinks, too, that the jury- 
rooms are cheerless beyond measure. The 
bate floor, a table, and a dozen stiff chairs 
are the furnishings. These, to a man who 
has been used to a carpeted office, with re- 
volving chaits and perhaps a leather-covered 
couch, are depressing. . 

But it seems to be all in the point of view. 
Charlies B. Smith, 48 Lake street, was fore- 
man of the first jury which disagreed fn the 
case of Lioyd D. Smith. The jury was out 
fifty-nine hours. 

“T don’t believe in the jury system,” said 
Mr. Smith, “ but I have no criticism of our 
treatment. It was far better than I had an- 
ticipated. We had to be locked up, of course, 
but we expected that. As to table fare and 
accommodations at the hotels, they are far 
better than the ordinary which one would get 
in country towns in the State. Few men of 
affairs like to go on a jury, but once they are 
thére, I think they find few things to criti- 
cise.”’

It is an open question, therefore, whether 
a law authorizing other than &@ unaniinous 
verdict of a jury will be considered “ due 
process of law” within the fourteenth 
amendment of the federal constitution, 
which declares that no State shall “‘ deprive 
any person of life, liberty, or property with- 
out due process of law.” In the nature of 
things thie question must be answered in 
the affirmative as an abstract legal propo- 
sition. Dr. William Paley aptly says that 
“the real foundation of right is the law of 
the land,” and a lew which is not void be 
cause against common right, and which is 
not prohibited by the constitution of the 
State, which is of general operation and ap- 
plicable to all men under like conditions, 
must be considered as the law of the land, 
however sentimentalists may reason to the 
contrary. | 

In Bank vs. Foster, 61 Pac. R., 466, the 
Supreme Court of Wyoming, and in City of 
Dei ver vs. Hyall, 68 Pac. R., 408, the 5Su- 
preme Court of Colorado, held laws of those 
States void which authorized three-fourths 
verdicts because in conflict with the funda- 
mental law. Each court admitted, however, 
that a law providing for a jury of a less 
number than twelve would be upheld if the 
verdict were unanimous. 

Tn comment of the learned Justice Brew- 
er on the treatment and pay of jurors ‘will, 
I hope, be productive of much good. It is a 
t ich upon this age to imprison tweive 
men in @ small room for days and nights, 
in many instances, while deliberating re- 

ting their verdicts. The standard as to 
qualification of jurors should be elevated, 
their term of service, especially in this juris- 
diction, lengthened, their pay increased, and 
it should be left discretionary With the trial 
Judge whether or not to permit the jury to

The Duke of Abmizzi and Nansen have 
Hractically destroyed the myth of a “ paleo- 
eorystic séea.”” Surrotinding the north pole 
there is now positively known to be a region 
of shallow seas, across which float vast flelds 
of ice. For miles and miles these gigantic 
floes extend, and between the floes are open 
spaces of water, affording a “ fairway" to 
thé adventuronms explorer. 


On Surface and in Air. . 

Attempts to reach the north pole have becn 
made by overland parties, such as that which 
Brainerd led, and such as Peary is now work- 
ine on: by aerial flight, such as Howgate ad- 
votated and Andrée attempted; by steam and 
sail on the surface of the waters, such as have 
been attempted from the days of the Vikings 
to the days of Abruzzi—and all have failed.

it has advanced so far that it seems 
practicable for arctic navigation. 


Nansen Approves Scheme. 
The new seeker for the pole will 
build a ship which will be possessed 
of the power to dive to a depth of 
twenty-five fathoms and have a subma- 
rine radius of action of 2,500 miles. 
Nansen has written to Anscheuts-Kaempfe 
approving his scheme and saying that 
his experiences in the arcti¢ have con- 
vinced him that the average thickness of ice 
jn the Polar Sea does not. exdeed twelve 
feet. At some places a thickness of ice of 
thirty-three feet has been found, byt such 
spots are unusual. This polar ice is inter- 
reed with great bays and lanes of water. 
ére is too much ice to allow steer a ship 
to the pole, and too miuch water to allow the 
journey to be by sledges over the ice. 
The two obstacles of water and icé have to 
be overcome, and submarine navigation 


seems to furnish the only solution of the. 


problem. In that great mass of drifting ice 
which floats around the pole there is no 
floe which extends for: more than ten miles, 
and between the fines are great openings. 
Greely, Weyprecht, Payer; and Nansen are 
unanimous in their belief that around the 
pole is nothing but shifting ice. Payer be- 
lieves that a floe cannot be found in the 
regi6n of sea about the pole which is over 
a mile in length, but Nansen says that some 
of them are ten miles long. 


Withstand Enormous Pressure. 

The submarine boat which will be built by 
Professor Anschuetz-Kaempfe will be con- 
structed so solidly that it will be able to 
withstand a pressure of 60,000 pounds to 
the square yard. It will be of 800 tons dis- 
placement. The boat will have two motors. 
One will be &@ bengine motor of forty-five 
horse-power, which will drive the boat while 
above water, and the other a storage battery, 
which will propel it while beneath the sur- 
face at the same speed for fifteen hours. 
When the boat is on the surface and ‘the 
benzine motor is working the power devel- 
oped by it will be partially employed to re- 
charge the electric battery. Of benzine 150 
tons will be carried, which will enable the 
boat to travel for 10,000 miles on that fuel, 
although fifty tone are to be used for heating 
im case the t has to pass the winter in 
the Arctic. pie will have to be careful 
about smoking on board this boat, or they 
wili set off the benzine and blow up them- 
selves and the north pole at the same time, 
for benzineé is a treacherous fuel. However,

Dangers It Will Meet. 


The greatest danger which will confront 
the submarine boat is that of floating masses 
water. No one knows how 
or extent these sub- 
marine ice floes are. That they exist to a 
certain degree every arctic explorer ad- 
mits. To detect these menacées the boat 
will have 4 searchMght of 5,000 candle 
power, which will keep its eye on the look- 
out for the obstructions. The obstruction 
once being discovered can be avoided by 
Steering the boat to the right or the left. 
Professor Anschuetz-Kaempfe has figured 
out every detall of his boat. He will have 
only a crew, of five men on board of it, 
including himself. To breathe a man re- 
quires oxygen, and oxygen is a scarce com- 
modity under the seas. Therefore he has 
reduced hie crew to the lowest possible 
Hie has designed what he calls a 
“ breathing-room’’ on the boat, an apart- 
ment of the size of 100 cubic yards, in which 
the air of the. ship will be rejuvenated. 
Another danger for which the submarine 
boat will have to be-on the lookout is the 
shallows which are believed to surround the 
pole. To bé stfanded on a shifting sandbar 
several fathoms below the surface of an 
ice-covered sea would not be a pleasant ex- 
perience, even for such a well-thought-out ” 
boat as that of Professor Anschuetz- 
Kaempfe.

MILKY WAY. 


Many Solar Systems. 


EASTON, an lish astrono- 
' mer, connected h the Rotter- 
dam Observatory, is the author 
of a new theory in regard to the 
nature and structure of the 
Milky Wey and the relative 
, position to it of our sun, which 
is re by many as more: 
pidUsine Lian any other such theory hereto- 
fore advanced, 

_ & Careful examination of photographs of 
the Milky Way, which had been taken in 
some of the great American observatories and 
by M. Wolf in Heidelberg, led Mr. Easton to 
the idea that the Milky Way is nothing but 
one of those large nebula which we can ob- 
serve in different parts of the heavens, and. 
that our solar system occupies a position 
within the nebule., After a thorough exam- 
ination of the material on hand and after 
having carefully weighed all arguments for 
and against his theory, he came to the con- 
clusion that. our solar system with its Milky. 
Way is by no means the only one of its kind 
in space. It is his opinion that the numerous 
nebulz are nothing but similar systems, and 
appear to us differently only owing to the fact 
that we aré outside of those systems and hot 
+ yang them, as is the case with our Milky 

Assuming the Milky Way to be a continuous 
ring-shaped aggr tion of stars, there are’ 
five positions possible which our solar system 
may occupy. It may be in the cénter of the 
ring, which seems highly improbable, con- 
sidering the observations noted in the fore- 
Boing. It may occupy an eccentrical posi- 
tion; it may. be near the inner side of the 
ring; it may be in the center of the body of 
the ring; or, finally, it may be on the outer 
bordér of the ring. Of these five possibile 
positions all but the seeond appear te be 
at variance with the result of former observa- 
tions. But even if we 4gssume that our solar 
system occupies an eccentrical position with- 


facts which cannot be explained by the 
assumption that the Milky Way forms a rég.

Spain’s Crisis Likely to 
Force Her to Surren-" 
der Regency. 


All Parties Hold Her Respon- 
sible for the Industrial Stag- . 
nation of the Kingdom. 


CLERICALSINDISFAVOR 


HERE ie at the present moment 
f no more forlorn and friendless 
' woman in all Spain than Dona 
' Christina, who, at no time popu- 
lar, ie now an object of such uni- 
versal animosity that her sur- 
render of the regency and her de- 

¥ parture from the kingdom, as the 
ly means of preserving the throne cf her 
boy from overthrow, is considered as ex- 
tremely probable. 

It may seem strange at first sight thatthe 
regency as now constituted, after having 
weathered the storm in connection with the 
American war, and the humiliating loss of 
all the vast colonial possessions of the Span- 
ish crown, should be in peril of shipwreck 
wher almost in sight of port, for the King | 


attains his majority at the age of 16 in the 


month of May next year. But the fact of 
the matter is that at the time of the conflict 
with the United States the people were in 
doubt as to the responsibility for the na- 
tional disasters. The Conservatives blamed 
the Liberals, and the latter blamed the Con- 
eervatives, and so virulent were their 
charges one against one another the pub- 
Me gathered the impression that the fault lay 
entirely with the administrations that had 
gucceeded one another since the death of 
Alfonso XII., and that Christina was inno- 
cent of anything more than a too conscien- 
tious observance of the terms of the consti- 
iution. 
Great Expectations Unrealized. 

Now,’ however, the situation has entirely 
changed, and it is she who is denounced as 
the principal author of the present disastrous 
condition of affairs.. The people fondly im- 
agined that having seen her mistake three 
years ago she would alter her policy, would 
grasp the reins of power with a firmer hand, 


and would, even at the risk of transgressing {| 


beyond the constitutional limitations of the 
crown, compel the administration of the day 
to put into execution those drastic reforms 
so solemnly promised, alike by throne and 
government, and which. alone can bring 
about. the revival of the p and -the 
prosperity of Spain. Any display of absolut- 


. ism in that direction would have been wel- 


comed by the people. But they have been 
cruelly disappointed. Not a singlé reform 
| Abuses of every 
kind, far from being abolished, have been 
aggravated. Administrative extravagance 
in lieu of being cut down with an u 
hand has, on the contrary, assumed still 
more fantastic proportions, thanks to which 
the burden of taxation, already in 1898 too 
heavy to bear, has ‘been still further in- 
creased, trade and industry being handi- 
capped and even strangled by ill-advised im- 
posts, while the masses are reduced to posi- 
tive starvation by the equally ill-judged tax- 
ation of articles of food and of the necessa-. 
ries of life. 
Moreover, the Regent, without winning the 
frien@ship of the Conservatives, has alto- 
gether alienated the good will of the Liber- 
als, whe up to the time of the war were her 
principal support, holding, as they did, the 


Republicans in leash; and while yielding to 


he reactionary influences of the military and 
the clerical element, she has lamentably 
failed’ in her efforts to win the loyalty of 
either the clergy or of the army, the pay of 
the latter being terribly in arrears. Even 
the members of the reigning family of Spain 
are opposed to her, her sisters-in-law, as 
well as old Queen Isabella, having made no 
secret of their distaste for the marriage bé-— 
tweem the Princess of the Asturias and 
Prince Charles of Bourbon. 

In ohne word, Christina has no friends left 
in Spain, and in spite of the blamelessness of 
her private life, her unselfish devotion to her 
children, and her almost slavish regard for 
her constitutional obligations, is, according 
to widespread belief and to present appear- 
ances, about to leave the country, covered 
with a greater Amount of obloquy than fell 
to the share ‘of those other royal crowned 
exiles, Queen Isabella, the late Christina, 
and Marie Louise, when they were driven 
from the country by the populace. For Isa-_ 


bella at least wae a Spaniard and the others 


of Spanish stock, whereas she is an Austrian 
and a foreigner. 
Weyler Suppresses the Facts. 

So severe has been the censorship imposed 
by Géneral ‘Weyler, in military command of 
the metropolis, that few people abroad have 
been able to form any correct idea with re- 
gard to the gravity of the situation at Mad- 
rid. It is hopeless to look for any reform or 
amelioration as long as Christina remains at 
the head of affairs. It has been arranged 
that in honor of the wedding of the Princess 


of the Asturias the whole of the week, which | 


came to a close on Sunday last, should be 
signalized by public rejoicings and be con- 
verted into a great national holiday. Instead 
of that, a state of siege and martial law had 
to be proclaimed, and supreme authority 
vested in the cruel and brutal hands of Gen- 
eral Weyler, the Butcher of Cuba." 
Weyler seems to have lived up to the repu- 
tation ‘which he achieved in the Antilles, 
and which contributed in so large a degree 
to their loss by Spain. For, besides suspend- 
ing all civil government, he closed all the 
theaters, put a stop to all the telephone serv- 
ice of the metropolis, held every telegraphic 
dispatch of a public and private naturé until 
it had been duly censored and doctored to suit 
his taste, threw a number of newspaper 
editors in jail, with threats of court-mar- 


' tial, suppressed some journals, confiscated 


others, and, in. one word, treated Madrid as 
if it had been conquered territory, or, for the 
matter of that, as if it had been a Cuban 
town of the days when he was still Governor 
General of the West Indies. Moreover, the 
wedding, which.was to have been an altp- 
gether public function, was celebrated within | 
the privacy of the palace walis, the gates 
of which were securely guarded, and not one 
solitary glimpse did the people obtain of the 
ceremony or of any of the festivities in con- 
nection therewith, the result being that the 
most important newspapers of the capital 
abstained from making any mention what- 
soever..of. the marriage, ignoring it alto- 
gether. After the wedding was over the
